They Speak Words of Com- 
fort Through the Sereen. 


An Affecting Interview Between the Con- 
demned Man and His Loved Ones—Ar- 
rival of Mrs. Brooks and Her Daughter 
From England This Morning—Their

A Serious Powder Exploslon— Killed by a 
Fall— Fatal Accident.

RICH HL, Mo., July 2.—A sad accident 
occurred yesterday at the residence of Mr. 
Peter Parsons, near this city, thet came near 
resulting in the instant death of three of his 
sons. The oldest of the three, named Borket, 
went into the cellar or cave near the house, 
closely followed by the two younger brothers, 
to shoota rat. Two kegs of powder which 
stood in the cave were exploded, completely 
wrecking the cellar and burning the boys toa

A SAD OMEN.. 


THE TORIES NOT REJOICING OVER THE 
ISLE OF THANET ELECTION. 


Reduced Majorities for the Conservatives 
in Recent Elections — Demonstrations 
Against Coercion—The O'Donnell Libel 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, July 3.—Although the Government 
managed to secure the return of their candi- 
date for Thanet by a majority of 658, the enor- 
mous falling off in the majority thus shown 
has had considerable effect in damping the 
enthusiasm of the victorious party. The 
Times declares the result is as good as could be 
expected. The Standard says very much the 
same thing, and the Telegraph, editorially, is 
dumb. The moral of this, as of nearly all the 
bye elections, is that the dissentient Liberal 
party exists only in Parliament. Gladstone, 
in an animated speech of overan hour’s du- 
ration, which he made under the trees in 
the garden of the artists“ house at Hamp- 
stead, Saturday, showed the significance of 
the election. He omitted, however, to point 
outthe significant fact that the Tory vote 
showed no decrease, while the Liberal candi- 
date had more than one thousand five hun- 
dred votes more than at the last election, 
simply because that number of voters who 
previously abstained yoted this time for the 
Liberals. Itisasad omen, moreover, for the 
Tory party that since the election of 1885, be- 
fore the Liberal split, there has been an in- 
crease of 355 in the number of votes actually 
polled, of which 219 have been secured by the 
Liberals. It is observed that in a Tory county 
like Kent, which returns not a single Liberal 
member, any increase of the voting strength 
should naturally be more than shared dy the 
Tories, while the reverse is the case. 

DEMONSTRATIONS AGAINST COERCION. 

The demonstrations against coercion in Lon- 
don on Saturday were largely attended ineet- 
ings, held in thirty different constituencies. 
Some idea of the fatal mistake made by the 
Government in putting Dillon in jail could 
be formed by the enthusiasm attending every 
reference to Dillon’s name. 


THE O'DONNELL CASE. 

O’Donnell’s action against the Times begins 
to-day. In anticipation of a crush, wooden 
barriers have been erected at the entrance to 
the court. O'Donnell will be represented by 
one counsel, only a junior member of the bar 
named Ruegg; on the other side are a whole 
array of eminent counsel, including the 
Attorney-General and Sir Henry James, who 
refused the Lord Chancellorship when offered 
by Gladstone. O'Donnell has subpmnaed 
about fifty witnesses, including the most 
prominent members of the Liberal party. 
The Times will call over one hundred, includ- 
ing many from Ireland. 


A QUEER SECT. 

On Saturday the death oceurred at Chatham 
ofthe leader of a strange sect called ‘‘The 
New and Latter House of Israel.“ The person 
in question was a woman called Queen Esther, 
the mother of Israel. She was the widow ofa 
private soldier who assumed the name of 
Jezreel,and professed that he had a revelation 
in the shape of a book called The Flying 
Roll.“ He promised that his followers should 
live a thousand years on earth when the earth 
would become heaven. The death of Jezreel, 
afew years ago, gave a rude shock to his 
dupes, and his successor’s demise will prob- 
ably result in the collapse of the whole move- 
ment.

THE IRISH LAND QUESTION. 


. 
An Important Statement Drawn Up by the 
Bishops of Ireland. 


Special Cablecram to the Post-Dispatch. 

DUBLIN, July 2.—An important statement on 
the present position of the Irish land question 
was drawn up and adopted unanimously ata 
meeting of the archbishops and bishops of 
Ireland, held last week in the College of May- 
nooth. The bishops say there are pressing 
grievances calling for immediate redress. 
They urge that the fundamental demand of 
the agricultural tenants of Ireland in the mat- 
ter of rent is, as it has always in substance 
been, for the establishment of an impartial 
public tribunal to adjudicate between the land- 
lord andtenants. The tenants do not claim 
thatthe amount of rent should be .fixed by 
themselves; what they object to is that this 
should be determined by the arbitrary will of 
a landlord. 

It ls unnecessary here to enumerate the 
special circumstances of the Irish land system 
which put the justice of the tenants’ claim in 
the matter beyond question.The principle that 
Irish agricultural tenants should be protected 
by law against the imposition of exorbitant 
rents and against eviction in consequence of 
the non-payment of such rents has long since 
been recognized by Parliament. It is the fun- 
damental principle of the land act of 188] and 
of several subsequent statutes. The present 
claim of the tenants then is for the full and 
effective application of this principle, even as 
regards those classes of agricultural tenants 
to whom the right of having their rents fixed 
by a public tribunai has been allowed by the 
legisiature to remain, which in very many 
cases practically render those acts inopera- 
tive.’’ 

The bishops say in conclusion: ‘‘We deem it 
our duty to add that unless Parliament shall 
atonce apply some really effective measure 
for the protection of Irish tenants from op- 
pressive exactions and from arbitrary evic- 
tion, consequences the most disastrous, no 
less to public order than to the safety of the 
people, will almost inevitably ensue.“

MANY MILLS SHUT DOWN ON ACCOUNT OF 
THE TROUBLE 


Iwo More Firms Sign the Amalgamated 
Scale—Several Thousand Men Idle at 
Pittsburg—A Tour of the Mille—What the 
Bosses and Strikers Say. The Situation 
Unchanged. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 2.—-Two more signa- 
tures to the Amalgamated scale were reported 
this morning. They were the Laughlin Iron 
Co. of Leechburg, Pa., and the Findlay Iron 
Co. AM Findlay, O. This news was the occasion 
of considerable rejoicing about the workmen’s 
headquarters, but according tothe manufac- 
turers the action of these firms was discounted 
before the lockout began. The shut-down 
does not affect every workman inand around 
the mills, as has been reported. Many 
of those departments that are not gov- 
erned by the Amalgamated Association 
scale will continue in operation. Jones & 


Laughlin employ 4,000 men at the American | 


Iron Works, but only 2,000 of them are affect- 
ed. The others are employed in the machine 
shops and other departments of the mill. 
They will continue work as long as they have 


iron, and if trade will warrant an effort will be 
made to purchase material in the East. The 


pipe mill of A. M. Byers & Co. will also con- 
mue in operation although their rolling mill 
is closed.

INTERVIEW WITH B. . JONES. 

In an interview to-day B. F. Jones of Jones 
& Laughlin reiterated the statement that the 
manufacturers would not start their works at 
any other terms than have been submitted to 
the men. Said he: At our mills we will 
continue to operate the machine shops until 
the stock of fron is exhausted, when, if trade 
will warrant, we will purchase iron abroad. 
All the Eastern mills are in operation, 
and the price for boiling is 50 ~ 
ton less than is demanded b he 
Amalgamated Association. We merely offered 
them the same wages as were paid in 1886-87 
when the price of bar iron was higher than it 
is at present. Some ofthe men seem to be- 
lieve that a two months’ shut down will not 
affect them, as they will make in ten 1 
what would be made in twelve. This is no 


turer’s scale. I donot caretomake an éesti- 
mate, but I think fully $20,000 in veges alone 
will be lost iu Pittsburg every day during the 
strike. A great deal of money that might be 
earned here in Pittsburg will go east.

WILL HE REPUDIATE IT? 
Already the Republicans in Congress are 
beginning to squirm on the new revenue 
plank of their platform. They deny that 
it meaus cheap whisky and tobacco. They 
make the absurd explanation that, after 
relieving those articles of Federal taxa- 
tion, they intend that the same or heavier 
taxes shall be imposed by States and 
municipalities. But the numerous and 
influential Republican papers like the 
Chicago Tribune, Omaha Bee and St. Paul 
Pioneer Press, that have repudiated the 
platform have exposed the absurdity of 
this explanation also. 

There is reason to believe that Mr. 
BLAINE may persuade HARRISON to knock 
that plank outof the platform in his let- 
ter of acceptance. In a letter published 
in the Philadelphia Press prior to his nom- 
ination in 1884 Mr. BLAINE took great 
pains to put the Pennsylvania protection- 
ists on their guard against favoring a 
repeal of the internal revenue taxes. He 
knew that the high-tariff men were, for 
an obvious reason, eager to deprive the 


Federal Treasury of that source of reve- 


nue, and he proposed that they should 

attain their object, not by abolishing the 

internal revenue taxes, but by distribut- 

ing the proceeds thereof among the States 

according to population for State pur- 

poses. Butafew months ago, inan au- 

thorized publication of his views on the 

President’s message, MR. BLAINE, in re- 

sponse to the question whetheg he would 

advise the repeal of the whisky tax, 

said:

There would be no sense in urging the reform 
wrought by high license in many States F the 
National Government neutralizes the good effect by 
making whisky within reach of every one at 20 cents 
agalion. Whisky would be everywhere dis- 

tilled if the surveillance of the Government 
were withdrawn by the remission of the tax, 

and illicit sales could not then.be prevented 
even by a policy as rigorous and searching as 
that with which Russia pursues the Nihilists. 

It would destroy high license at once in all the 
States. 80 long as there is whisky to 
tax, I would tax it. * The tar on whisky 
by the FederaGovernment, with its suppression of 
ali illicit distillation and consequent enhancement 
of price, has been a powerful agent in the temper- 
ance reform by putting it beyond the reach of 20 
many. 

As Mr. BLA says, the Federal tax and 

the Federal surveillance of the manu-. 
facture alone prevent illicit distillation 
and enable States and municipalities to 
impose and collect a high license tax on 
the retail traffic. Abolish the internal 
revenue law and every man with $500 of 
capital could be a distiller; whisky would 
be cheaper than beer is now; saloon 
licenses would have to be very low, as 
they were before the war, or would not be 
taken out at all, and neither State regu- 
lation nor State prohibition could compete 
with the flow of cheap whisky from count- 
less portable stills, protected by the inter- 
state commerce provisions of the Federal 
Constitution from State laws obstructing 
trade between States. Co-operativé State 
legislation against the traffic would be 
unattainable, even if ‘it could be made 
practically effective, and with the aboli- 
tion of the internal revenue law all that 
has been done by it to promote the cause 
of temperance and the drinking of beer 
and other milder beverages than whisky 
would be lost. 

That internal revenue plank will be 
overwhelmingly condemned by the com- 
mon sense of the country, and Gen. Han- 
RISON should begin his campaign by an 
open, distinct and emphatic repudiation 
of the crazy thing. 

Our lumber tariff is plainly nothing but 
a law enabling the monopolists who have 
obtained control of the pineries of Maine, 
Wisconsin and Michigan to levy a private 
tax on the prairie farmers and all other 
consumers of lumber. That tax is a pre- 


forest area. The pretext that it is laid to 
cover the difference between wages in this 
country and Canada is a sham, because 
such difference merely attracts Canadian 
timber-cutters t our side of the line, and 
it is a fact that nearly all of the timber on 
our Northern border is prepared for mar- 
ket by Canadian labor. Instead of free- 
ing us from foreign dependence, this 
luniber tariff will in a few years more 
make us abjectly dependent on Canada 
for lumber. It is a law to protect Cana- 
dian forests at the expense of American 
labor. i

DRIVING IN DUST. 


THE SPRINKLING ON LINDELL BOULEVARD 
VERY UNSATISFACTORY. 


— 


A Movement to Get Up a Private Subscrip- 
tion to Pay for Extra Sprinkling—Supt. 
Bohn Says the City Can Afford No Relief 
Under the Circumstances—The Principal 
Drive in the City Shamefully Dusty—How 
a Mistake Was Made in Drawing Up the 
Contracts. ’ 


The sprinkling of Lindell avenue between 
Grand avenue and Forest Park is very uneatis- 
factory. Yesterday afternoon yehicles 200 yards 
distant were often completely hidden from 
view by the clouds of yellow dust which 
rose from the Telford roadway. A drive along 
the boulevard was anything but an enjoyable 
undertaking. To-day the Post- DISPATCH is in 
receipt of several letters protesting against 
the condition of the principal drive of the city. 
One gentleman writes suggesting that a fund 
be raised by private subscriptions of $1 per 
month to pay for necessary sprinklings. 
He says, with confidence, that if his proposl- 
tion is taken up by a committee of citizens 
between four and five hundred citizens can be 
found within a day who will join in raising a 
fund to pay for the extra work. From inquiry 
it seems that this is the only means 
of relief for residents along the avenue 
and for the thonsands who dwell 
on the boulevard to Forest Park. 


In getting up the present plan for sprinkling 
the city was divided into forty-three districts, 
and Lindell Boulevard was included in the 
sixth district, It was decided to put in the 
contracts the provision that all districts must 
be sprinkled twice per day up to June 1, and 
three times per day during the summer 
months, with one sprinkling on Sunday. 
It was here the mistake was made. 
The majority of the Board of Public Improve- 
mentsin presenting the conditions for doing 
the work did not comprehend the difference 
inthe requirements of ditferent parts of the 
city. President Flad argued ~ ser specify- 
ing any exact number o times for 
sprinkling the streets, holding that 
only one condition should be 
imposed, viz.: that the dust be laid. This 
sucgestion was rejected on the ground that 
the condition was not sufficiently specific to 
embody in a contract. It was accordingly de- 
cided by a majority vote of the board to speci- 
fy that the contractors should aprinkle a cer- 
tain number of times each day. The insertion 
of this clause has since proved to be a mis 
take, and a particularly serious one us regards 
the Lindell boulevard. 

To-day the last of the special tax bills for 
street sprinkling was made out and this after- 
noon they were forwarded to the Oollector. It 
is re na pinay | too late now forthe ony to 
rectify the mistake, which,must be righted by 
private parties. 


SUPT. BOHN, 
who is in charge of the street sprinkling, was 
questioned to-day about the unsatisfactory 
work on Lindell avenue, and said: Mr. Gerke 
of the West End Sprinkling Co., whitch has the 
contract for Lindell avenue, has, I must say, 


done everything required ot him 
under his contract, and in fact 
more than his contract calls tor. 


At present three 2 are required on 
week days and one on Sunday. The first 
sprinkling must be done before 8 a. m., the 
second between 10 a. m. and I p. m., and the 
third between 2 and 15 m. This street is en- 
tirely unprotected and dries up ve rapidly. 
I have driven over it an hour after the passage 
ofthe carts and found it dry and dusty. It 
is a fact that itis either dirty or dusty. The 
— sprinkling originally was to be done 

tore 10 a. m. To put the road in better con- 
dition the contractor was requested to 
sprinkle between 10 a. m. and noon. Then 
you remember there was some objection to 
this and finally the contractor con- 
sented to sprinkle the avenue between 
1 o’clock and 8 o’clock to bring it as near as 
possible to the time when the avenue is most 
used by citizens. There is no doubt that one 
sprinkling on Sunday ts not sufficient.’’ 

The city will not remedy the :...tter?’’ 

No, there is no way to remeédy it now ex- 
cept by citizens providing for further sprink- 
ling. Next year the streets can be sprinkled 
as often as is required as the expense will be 
paid by a speolal tax on the adjoining proper- 
ty. Ik it was paid out of a common fund of 
course one locality would have no mere right 
to a half dozen sprinklings than another. 
They should all get an equal number, 
but under the special tax plan 
the expense is borne by those getting 
the benefits. You have no idea what little 
sense some people have ina matter of this 
kind. Now, some of the streets east of Fourth 
street are so narrow that they are aded 
nearly all day, and do not really require 
more than one :sprinkling. Besides this they 
are 80 crowded with wagons in the middle of 
the day thatacartcannot get through. The 
other day a citizen came Ma to say that 
he was paying for three sprinklings per de 
and wanted them whether the street needed it 
or not. 

What will be the cost of giving Lindell 
Boulevard the necessary extra aprinkling?’’ 

At present the assessment is 6.97 cents per 
front foot for the season. I think that for 
about $15 per day, or about $50 per month, 
the entire street from Grand avenue to the 
park could be sprinkled — 1 and frequently 
and all ground for complaint removed.

SEEKING THE ASSASSIN. 


MES. KEARNEY’S DAUGHTERS AND THEIR 
MISSION TO COLORADO. 


Two Months Spent at Denver and the Vicin- 
ity in Trying to Obtain a Clew to the 
Murderer — A Mystery That Gres 
Greater With Time—An Arrest Daily Ex- 
pected—Miss Nellie Ellworthy’s Return 
History of the Crime. 


Interest in the outcome of a tragic murder 
and the possible capture of the remorseless 
assassin is revived by the return from Colo- 
rado of Miss Nellie Ellworthy, the brave 
young lady who fortwo months, dating from 
the awful discovery of her mother’s remains 
on &@ mountain ranch, has been setting all her 
woman’s wits to work at Denver and the 
vicinity, that justice might find a clew to one 
of the most wanton and brutal murders that 
the Colorado foot-hills have ever known. The 
POST-DisPaTcH of April 80 related how the 
decomposed body of Mrs. Kearney and her 
8-year-old grandson, James Hand, were found 
on @ ranch some two miles from Edgerton 


Station, and about nine miles from 
Colorado Springs, by Miss Ell- 
worthy and. 6. Kk. Harris. Mrs. 


Kearney and her grandson had been living 
quietly at the ranch, looking after its well- 
being for the time, and the thought of danger 
never occurred to her, although the only 
neighbors were an aged couple and a man 
named Thompson, who hewed the wood and 
drew the water for the ranch’s tenants. 
Mrs. Kearney has three daughters 


in St. Louis, Mrs. Thom Boylan

and another married daughter, the mother of 
the murdered boy, Mrs. Hand, in New York.

SUNDAY LABOR IN GERMANY. 


More Than Hilf the Working People of 
Prussia Do Not Rest on the Sabbath. 
From the New York Graphic. 

Expressions of surprise have been indulged 
in by some portions of the press at the ex- 
istence of such a state of affairs as systematic 
labor in German on Sundays. The imme 
diate cause of the late appearance of this 
subject in the daily press is the report of 


the United States Consul at Leipsic to

NEW YORK DON’T LIKE IT. 


The Extension of New J ersey’s Shore Into 
the Bay. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

NEW York, July 2.—A special joint legisia- 
tive committee was appointed last winter at 
Trenton, N. J., and Senator Wm. D. Edwards 
was mad) Jhairman of it. The committee was 
instructed to investigate, in conjunction with 
the State Riparian Commissioners, the pro- 
ject of extending the shore from Communi- 
paw tothe lower portion of Greenville, 8,000 
feet into the New York Bay. Three or four

* when it is expected that some 
defini action will be suggested. Recently, 
at the solleit on of some ofthe shore own- 
ers, the filling o/ the line was extended nearly 
one mile and a half. This did not —4 the deep 
water wanted, for tn) mean de is about 
seven feet and the owners wante — less than 
thirty feet of water. A petition was sent to 
the last Congress asking the Government to 
dig along this frontage a channel 400 feet wide. 
It was shown the Government that if this 
were done the riparian owners would 
immediately make the shore front valuable by 
erecting large docks, wharves and storage- 
houses. The assurances received from Con- 
gress were sufficient to cause some ofthe 
shore-owners to begin to fill in, and now quite 
a large <n — of made land extends out in 
the ba Congress adjourned, however, with- 
out do ng — for these riparian owners, 
and when they learned that no Og iy ge 
would be made they ceased to fil and ap- 
pealed to the Legisiature to grant them the 
right to fill in 8, feet further in the bay than 
the exterior lines as now located. If this 
should be done the statue of ‘‘Lib- 
erty’’ on Bedloe’s Island would in a very 
short time be located on main land and a por- 
tion of New Jersey and the width of the beau- 
tiful bay would be decreased about one half, 
but the shore o-yners would have deep water 
and a large acquisition to their real estate. It 
is for the purpose of considering this matter 
that the joint committee will soon holda 
meeting. here appears to be much that an- 
tagonizes this last scheme, but the strongest 
opponent is perhaps the State of New York, 
which, it is said, | endeavor to interest the 
National Government in an effort to prevent 
New Jersey from making the acquisition to 
ner shores.

MASON AND SLIDELL. 


AN UNWEITTEN CHAPTER IN THE HISTORY 
‘OF THEIR SURRENDER. 


‘Consultation of Lincoln and Seward and Its 
Result—The Secretary Convinces the 
President That the Prisoners Must Be | 
Given Up—Particulars of Their Depart- 
ure From Fort Warren—Cosuertesy of 
Slidelland Astonishing Conduct of the 
Virginian—How Mason Compelled a 
Search of His Baggage and Person— 
Refusing to Walk to the Boat, He Was 
Lugged on Board by Sailors and Dumped 
Into a Chair—An Instance of Unreason- 
able Obstinacy Seldom Equaled. 


Some years ago, said Harris T. Clark of 
Washington, D. C., a gentleman formerly 
connected with the Internal Revenue service, 
„1 bad a long talk with John G. Nicolay, 
formerly Lincoln’s private secretary, about 
the circumstances attending the surrender of 
the rebel commissioners, Mason and Slidell. 
I expected that he would incorporate it in his 
life of Lincoln, but as he has not done so, 
think that Imay as well give to the public a 
very peculiar chapterin our history, which, 
as far as I know, has never been made public, 
Mr. Nicolay said that after the rebel commis- 
sioners had been taken from the Trent, Mr. 
Lincoln called upon Mr. Seward at his office, 
carrying with himaroll of manuscript con- 
taining his views on the subject. 

LINCOLN AND SEWARD. 

Before reading it he asked Mr. Seward for 
his opinion and the latter gave it fully, to the 
effect that the capture was in contravention 
of international law and that the prisoners 
would have to be given up. After some dis- 
cussion and interchange of views, Mr. Lin- 
coln walked to the fireplace, tore up his man- 
uscript and threw it into the fire. No one ever 
knew what it contained, but it was evidently 
opposed to the ideas of Mr. Seward, whose 
arguments convinced the President of the un- 
tenabiiity of his own position. 

When the decision to release the prisoners 
was reached,’’ continued Mr. Clark, ‘‘one of 
the President's secretaries, whether Mr. 
Nicolay himself or some one else I 
do not remember, was sent to 
Fort Warren to zuperintend their 


embarkation on the tug which was to 
convey them to the British steamer gy | to 
receive them near Massachusetts Bay he 
risoners were — that they were to be re- 
eased, and asked to 8 their bag - 
gage for embarkation. hen the steamer 
was ready to start, the secre 
accompanied by a file of marines, 
to the casemate in which 
had been confined and said: Gentlemen, it 
ismy duty to ascertain whether you have 
with you any papers which m 51 e detri- 
mental to the interests of the United States 
Government. Ido not wish to subject you to 
any unnecessary humiliation or inconven- 
lence, and if you will state on your word of 
honor that your baggage contains nothing of 
the kind I shall not have it searched,otherwise 
my duty will compe! mo to examine it.’ Slidell, 
who was a suave, polite, cool-headed man, 
at once gave his word, and his baggage was 
at once taken to the boat. 
EXAMINING MASON’S BAGGAGE. 

„Mason, however, was evidently in a most 
sullen and unreasonable temper, and 


declined to do 480, being insult- 
ing in@ his tone of reply. The 
marines therefore opened his trunk, 


and it was carefully searched. Nothing was 
found and the secre , again turning to the 
rebel . said: ‘It now becomes my duty 
to ask — whether you have any dispatches 
concealed about your persons? I shall be sat- 
isfied with your simple statement that you 
have not, and all not search you 
but iif you decline to ive it 
it will be my painful duty to have you 
searched. I K you will not compel me to 
do this, as it will be fully as unpleasant to me 
as it possibly can be to you.’ Mr. Slidell at 
once most courteously assured him that he 
had nothing of the kind about him, but 
Mr. Mason, whose temper had  vis- 
— been growing worse, refused to 
e any answer at all. Accordingly a search 
— instituted, and the men, who were dis- 
gusted with his obstinacy and unreasonable 
temper, proceeded with itina less respectful 
manner than they would have done under or- 
dinary circumstances. 
GOING THROUGH AN ENVOY’S POCKETS. 
His pockets were turned inside out, his let- 
ter-book opened, every fold and seam of his 
clothing felt and probed,and a most thorough, 
and what to an ordinary man must bave been 
an exceedingly disagreeable examination, 
completed without discovering anything in the 


nature of treasonable correspondence. hen 
this was over, the official said: The 
boat to convey you to the British 
steamer is in walting, will you 
please £° on board?’’ Slidell at once 
started, but Mason, whose temper had by this 


time entirely overcome his judgment, refused 
to move, and would not put one foot before 
the other. Slidell stepped back and ce np

shake ofthe head. Again the request was ad- 
dreesed to him, and again he preserved the 
same sullen silence. There was only one thing 
to be done, and that was to have him carried 
bodily to the vessel. 

CARRYING A PLENIPOTENTIARY. 

Four sailors were accordingly summoned, 
and after a third request to Mr. Mason to use 
his ordinary means of locomotion had met 
with the ill success re peg its predecessors, 
two sailors took hold of his legs, two took him 
by the arms and shoulders and took bim to the 

ang-plank. As they were crossing 

his, the two who had hold of his 
shoulders pretended to let him slip, and al- 
though he was notinthe least burt, hefor a 
moment assumed a most undignified position. 
He was taken on board and rather — 1 — 
dumped into a chair, where he remained until 
the English steamer was reached. Slidell, 
whe bad behaved with perfect dig- 
nity and propriety all gp evidentiy 
did not know what to make of his colleague’s 
conduct. His face was a study, amusement, 
contempt and chagrin at being associated 
with sudha wan,struggli ng forthe mastery. So 
coptemptibly childish and ridiculousa per- 
formance as that of Mason has seldom been 
witnessed. Il understand that he stated 9 
in England that he had no objectionable 
pers about him, but wished to give the Yan 

officials as much trouble as possible. In this 
he certainly succeeded, but at an expense of 
dignity which few men would have been will- 


ing to pay.
